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FARMERS IN COLLOQUY. 


We should have liked some of the ‘‘ authori- 
ties ’’ to whom farming is a subject of prac- 
tical interest to hear an informal discussion 
by farmers on their credit problems, which 
took place a few days ago, and which we were 
privileged to overhear. Discussing the de- 
pletion of stock and the necessity for finding 
substitutes, one remarked to another: ‘Il 
have forgotten how many of vour cattle died 
in the bad winters three and four years ago?’ 
““1 forget how many I buried; it must have 
been twelve or thirteen. a “Well,” rejoined 
the original speaker, “I buried twenty-two in 
the two years. The conversation then turned 


on the projected Credit Corporation as a 
source through which re-stocking was . pos- 
sible. Would it lend speedily? Would it lend 


on easy terms? Would it lend to the right 
men—that is to say, those most in need’ 
“Im thinking, said one. of the group, “its 
the poor man will come the worst out of it: 
he always does.” A bystander, from the city, 
perhaps, hazarded the guess that the “ig” 
man would first be considered; he would ha 
more solvent than the smail man, and would 
have the better security to offer. get ee 
don’t know about that,” interposed one 
hitherto silent; ‘‘ maybe that’s the man that 
would go down the first, after all. And when 
he'd be broke he'd he the worst case.” Pros 
and cons, for this form of credit and for that, 
were intelligently talked over, and, whilst it 
was clear that these farmers—whose reputa- 
tion for thrift and industry we have good 
ground for believing to be excellent—were not 
very hopeful-for a speedy solution of their 
‘troubles, we ‘felt. there was more hope 
in the fact that the men themselves realise the 
difficulties they are trying to encounter than 
‘there is in any ‘form of relief (such as the 
egricultural grant, which they welcome, 
though only as a palliative) - immediately 
applicable to a serious situation. 
The Small Farmers’ Credit Needs. 

The colloquy of these small farmers, whilst 
not exactly illuminating, is in some degree 
enlightening, and not only for the light it 
casts upon ‘the farmer’s mind. The question 
wf the renewal of. the herds of the small and 
medium farmers. is directly related to wnat 
fs perhaps the most important single factor 
fn. our national prosperity, and is inseparable 
from the question of agricultural credit. It 
áis certain that a eonsiderable fraction of the 
dairying lands of Ireland are under-stoc ‘ked. 
Tt is certain that. unless small farmers can 
pbtain a satisfactory. comparatively easy, and 
gelatively cheap credit, the occupying owners 
pf these lands will not—indeed, in many cases 
tannot—adequately re-stock them. This 
means, at the best. uneconomic farming. In 
an important minority of cases it means bank- 
ruptcy. In a Jarge number of cases—not the 
best and not the worst—it means farming at 
p. loss, and that will not be continued inde- 
finitely. It is to meet these facts that the 
‘Acricultural Credit. Act of the last session 
was passed, but. as we see, farmers are ask- 
inc whether, and how far, the needs of small 
end needy men will be met by it. Let. ns 
ronsider the probabilities of this situation so 
far as thev have vet revealed themselves. 


Free Types of Loan. 

The projected Credit Corporation is not, 
of course, yet working, nor, so far as we 
are aware, is le yet formed. Some degree of 
conjecture is inseparable from a consideration 
of.the circumstances which thus confront us, 
but certain facts are clear. The Act is not 
intended to intervene between the joint stock 
banks and those farmer-borrowers, whose 
credit is normally—perhaps, in view of the 
general outlook of agriculture everywhere to- 
day, we should. say ~abnormally—good. The 
large farmer will scarcely need to pass the 
joint stock bank for an advance and go to 
he Credit, Corporation; unless he is ‘‘dipped’”’ 
elready in credit undertakings. We believe 
he can get it from the bank, and that his 
ereamery, too, can do so. The fairly well off 
middle type of farmer should have little or 


no difficulty in getting. ~ long-term 
credits for constructional work upon 
he farm: buildings, extension, irrigation. 


f his object is to replenish lands denuded 
pf their proper economic population in cattle, 
horses, sheep, etc., the chattél mortgage has 
een devised by the Act to meet: his case, 
bee prophecies as to its probable re- 


— 


tions which will guide the corporation have 
been fully detailed, we may reasonably anti- 
cipate that a not inconsiderable addition fd 
the flocks and herds of Saorstat Eireann will 
result from this new device, already in opera- 
tion in America. But the small farmer, 
struggling in the last few years to keep Sis 
head above water, denuded of stock, or, in 
the: alternative, already in. debt—possibly 
both together—he is in different case; and 
his is the situation demanding the most 
thought. 
‘* Hard Cases 

We think it fairly certain that there is 
a certain “‘hard case’’ down to which, at 
the outset of its operations at least, 
the credit corporation will be unable 
to reach. The really small farmer, who ‘has 
faried to make ends meet in each of the recent 
disastrous years, whose farm, small. though it 
is, requires another beast or two, whose credit 

‘at the shop ” is exhausted, and who is 
only saved from bankruptcy because his 
debtors are lenient “and his’ liabilities, if 
bigger than his assets, are vet small, can 
scarcely hope to put before the. Credit Cor- 
poration any application for an advance which 
they can consider at once and favonrably. 

Not before they have become a fairly well- 


stablished’ corporation, with some well- 
secured business behind ‘them and some ex- 
perience to: guide them win handling more 


doubtful applications, can they, we venture to 
anticipate, grant advances in cases tike this. 
As individuals, farmers of that kind must at 


the best await the working of the Act for 
some time before their wants are likely to 


be met. There is, indeed, a chance for some 
of these through the formation of credit socie- 
ties. Though there are probably cases which 
even cO-operative credit cannot effectively 
relreve—the very destitute, perhaps; the im- 
provident certainly—it is broadly true that, 
where a group of farmers suffic iently strong in 


their totality to be credit-worthy will pledge 
their common security for a common credit. 
to be re-lent by their own : societies for 


approved reproductive purposes, men indivi- 
dually weak may collectively become strong 
enough to put a new “face” on the weather- 
beaten structure of small farming. But, 
apart from this form of organisation (which, 
having thriven in Germany, Italy, - Austria. 
the Balkans, Russia, and Japan, and now 
being tried in America, North and South, is 
surely equally adaptable for Ireland), there 
seems a reasonable doubt whether the new 
credit can percolate down to the smaller men, 
whose farming is one of the irremovable bases 
of onr national wel!-being. 
Conditions Essential to Successful Borrowing. 

This form of co- operation is worth a careful 
trial. It is, indeed, in a sense, on trial now, 
through the present system of advances by 
the Department of Agriculture to credit socie- 
ties. But there are certain conditions essen- 
tial not only to the success of the credit 
societies, but to the ‘effective application of 
credits amongst all small farmers (and some 
not. small also), whether as individuals or as 
organised societies. Perhaps by attending to 
these conditions more can be made of the 
new credits than the group of farmers whose 
convérsation we have summarised imagine. 

A few of these conditions-— typical, but not 
exhaustive—will show the principles on which 


a small farmer can borrow without his loan 
Ts : i ! 

oft losing both itself and friend.” Loans 
may, we believe, be advanced even to small 


cultivators within the scope of normal risks 
if they are made to a group whose ‘‘economic”’ 
character for thrift, industry, . punctuality of 
payment—in a phrase, ‘‘ moral capital ’’—is 
good. . But this is subject: to certain provisos, 
e.q., that each loan is also secured by,say, two 
other such men ; that it is obtained for a purely 
economic purpose, and is LS to that pur- 
pose only; that it is timed to be due for re- 


payment when the.term of the purpose is 
fulfilled (if, for seed, say, after harvest: if 
for cattle, when there are calves to sell), and 


that its amount is limited, like its duration. 
to the. purpose for which i# is sought. 


We think the new. Corporation will take 
typical facts like these into account. We 
think individual farmers should... and their 
societies must, do so. Only on such and 


similar conditions do we see ‘credit. whether 
through this Act or any other, permeate down 
to the needs of the small man. 
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| ELECTRICITY IN THE 
DAIRY. 
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SOME -PRACTICAL 
ADVANTAGES. 


Following the example of Dail Kireann, the 
British House of Commons has recently been 
considering ap. Electricity. Bill, and more 
interest. is consequently being taken in the 
applications of electricity on the farm. Every 
industry, with the exception of agriculture, 
uses electricity to a considerable extent. 
Hence, there is no obvious reason “why the 
farmer should not take advantage of the cheap 
power that has mede it possible for other 
industries to pay. It may be claimed that 
as the applications of electricity to agriculture 
are comparatively. new, that there are diffi- 
culties. Mr . Borlase Matthews, in dis- 
cussing the matter in the Royal Show yard at 
Newport, Monmouthshire, declared that much 
experience was not available, for, though two 
years ago only 200 British farmers used 
electricity, to-day there are over 700, while 
there are nearly a million farmer-users in the 
rest of the world. Where a public supply of 
electricity is not vet. available, this is the best 
and most economical source. However, it will 
pay any farm to install a small electric-light 
set, and; if over 150 acres, it Will be most 
profitable to put in a generating set that will 
also supply power. 

Touching briefly upon some of the applica- 
tions of electricity to the poulfry farm and 
dairy, Mr. Matthews said that his enthusiasm 
for the subject was the result of actual ex- 
perience on his 600-acre farm at East Grin- 
stead. 

In the Dairy. 

Taking first of all the dairy, the most 

obvious advantage of a supply of electricity is 


for lighting the dairy and byre. With 
electric light the fire risk, which is always 
present with the hurricane lamp, is 


eliminated, and the farmer, owing to the long 
distance between the farm and a fire-engine 
(not to menticn the usual lack of 
water), should be the last person to expose 
himself to the danger of fire. The convent- 
ence of electric light needs no explaining. To 
be able to flood the whole building with light 
by the mere press of a button will appeal to 
all who have had to work in buildings by 
the aid of the old hurricane lamp. While 
being a great convenience, electric light is 
also a means of making labour more efficient, 
for men can do mere and better work in a 
well-lighted building. Another veev inter- 
esting and practical advantage was found on 
the speaker’ s farm, Immediately electric 
light was installed in the byres the total milk 
vield increased, and, on inyestigation, it was 
found that the increase represented the 
amount of milk previously spilt in the badly 
lighted byre; the value of the milk saved in 
this way was than the cost of the 
electric light. 
Clippers and Groomers. 

Where high-grade milk is produced, electric 
clippers and groomers will be found a great 
aid in keeping the cows clean, and prev enting

the infection of the milk, as manure 1s 
not so likely to stick to the rumps 
of clipped animals. ,The clipping machine 


consists of an electric motor with an enclosed 
fiexible shaft and clipping head, in which the 
cutters move to and fro on somewhat similar 
lines to the cutters in hand. shears. These 
clipping heads can be substituted by groom- 
ing heads or brushes Another type of 
groomer for cows ís. designed on similar lines 
to the domestic vacuum: cleaner, and can be 
fitted with either a comb or a brush. This is 
an ideal. equipment from the sanitary point 
of view, as all.the dirt is sucked into a con- 
tainer, and can be taken away from the build- 
ing and burned. Such a machine can also he 
used to remove fliés, as any fly coming within 
a short distance of the nozzle gets sucked in 
at once. 

Milking Machines. 

Milking machines are now 
number of farms in Britain. They have been 
used extensively in. America. Canada, New 
Zealand, and Australia for many years . The 
electric motor is the ideal form of power for 
these machines, as it is practically 
trouble-free, and starts by merely pressing a 
button. Many oil .engine-driven milking 
machines: have been scrapped. owing to the 
many troubles with the engine, to say nothing

of the. difficulty of starting on a. very 
morning. The electric motor is neat and com- 
pact, taking up very. little room, Its silent 


running makes it iivaluable for use near the 
byres, as it does ‘not’ disturb the cows In any 
way, whereas a noisy engine sometimes upsets 
the cows, with the result that the milk yield 
is affected. Electric milkers can be obtained 
which require no installation in the barn 
whatever. All that has to be done to operate 
them is to place a plug attached to the 
machine, into an electric light socket. These 
machines are so light that they can be carried 
about with ease. 


An electric milker is a paving proposition 
when the herd exceeds twelve, and. with 
proper care and attention, much time and 
labonr is saved and cleaner milk obtained. 


Prospective users must be warned, however, 
that, like any other machine, it takes a little 
time to learn how-best to employ it. For lack 
of. this attention, there have been several 
cases of milking machines going out of use 
Cream Scparators, Churns, ete 

The operations of cream separators, churns, 
milk cooling devices, bottle fillers, etc., are all 
more efficiently carried out by means of the 
electric motor. For instance, one unit of elec- 
tricity, costing. say, threepence, will separate 
500 gallons of milk; it would, indeed, be very 
difficult to find any other form of power that 
could compete at such sa price. Threepenny- 
worth of a man’s time will not separate much 
milk to-day. Cheapness is not the only con- 
sideration, for it is’ well known that if the 
separator is to work at its maximum effi- 
, producing the largest quantity of 
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perfection in manufacture.

to reduce the loss of Ns i and phosphorus 


from the body, and in some of the exper'- 
ments it was found that the loss could be 
actually eonverted into a gain. The pre- 


vention of this loss during the lactation period 
should increase the period of maximum yield 
and at the same time safeguard the health of 
the cow. There can be no doubt that the 
ultra-violet ray treatment will prave beneficial 
during the winter months, as it is at this 
time of the vear that the cows are deprived 
of the health-giving ravs of the sun, 

With modern mechanical and electrical aids, 
a number of farms are already feeding, clean- 
ing, and milking 150 cows daily with the aid 
of only three men.

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KILLED BY A STONE. 


20-YEAR-OLD GALWAY. 
FARM FEUD. 
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Two brothers, Edward Killeen and Thomas 
Killeen, farmers, were put on trial for the 
manslaughter of Peter Glynn at Coolagh, 
Co. Galway, on the 17th May last. 
Mr. James HRearden, K.C. (instracted by 
Measrs. O'Dea and Askins) appeared for the 
defence. 
Opening the case for the’ prosecution, Mr. 
Carrigan, Senior State Counsel, said that the 
prisoners occupied a small farm about a mile 
and a half from the town of Galway. Peter 
Glynn was a pós; gy ae farmer, and for 
vears friction and disputes had arisen be- 
tween them as to the use of a boreen, -or 
cartway. The deceased man was about 65 
vears of age, and on the day of the occur- 
rence he and his son John were on the dis- 
puted path in the field when the Killeens 
arrived, and Edward picked up a stone and 
struck Peter Glynn on the back of the head— 
a blow which Jeft him unconscious, and from 
which he died that night. 
The accused men, said counsel, alleged 
that there had been an exchange of abusive 
words, and that young Glynn had thrown a 
stone at Edward Killeen while he was in 
handigrips with the father, that it missed, 

and struck the old man. 
“ NO PROVOCATION.’ 
John Glynn, the son of the deceased man, 
was examined by Mr. Carrigan, and, describ- 
ing she scene, said that no provocation was 
given bv his father or himself; that one of 
the Killeens got off the bicycle which he 
was riding, put it to one side and threw 
stones at, them; that the stone which killed 
his father was thrown when he was stooping, 
with his back turned, and that it was 


followed by other stones, which struck him- 


on the legs. His father was knocked un- 
conscious, and never spoke afterwards. 
To Mr. Rearden—His father for some time 
would not speak to the Killeens owing to a 
la-” dispute which they had had about the 
passage and cattle. He denied that his 
father or he had thrown a shovel full of 
stones at the Killeens. There was nothing 
said and no threats were used before the 
attack. 
Dr. O'Malley gave evidence: that death was 
due to’laceration of the brain. The wound 
could have been caused by a blow from a 
stone, such as that produced. 
Detective Rvan said that when arrested the 
accused Edward stated that John Glynn had 
run after him with a shovel, tried to hit 
him and called him a ‘‘ rogue.”’ Afterwards 
Tom made a statement that Peter and John 
Glynn threw stones at him, and there was a 
‘bit of a fight.” 
JURY DISAGREE. 
Thomas Killeen, giving evidence on his 
own behalf, said that there had been a 
dispute and litigation between his family and 
the Glynns for over twenty years about 
cattle, -and lately about the cartway or 
passage on the land, On the occasion ‘in 
question he was on his bicycle when one of 
the Glvnns threw stones at him and knocked 
him off the machine. Peter had a stone in 
his hand, and the witness got “ into grips”’ 
‘with him. .John then threw a stone at him. 
He denied throwing a stone at the deceased 
man It was the stone thrown by John 
Glynn that struck Peter and killed him. 
The jury were unable to agree to a verdict, 
and were discharged. 
The prisoners were put back.

DUBLIN WIDOW’S' ACTION: 
NO JURISDICTION. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT:) 

An action was heard in which Mrs. Mary 
Anne Roche, of 128 Thomas street, Dublin, 
proceedings bv civil: bill against the Irish 
Engineering Union to recover £15 mortality 
Lenefit, which she claimed to be due to her 
ly the defendant union on the death of her 
husband. A preliminary point had been 
raised that there was no jurisdiction in. the 
Court to hear the matter, as, under the 
Trades Union Act, no proceedings could be 
brought to enforce an agreement giving 
benefits to members of trades umons. 

Mr. Moonan (instructed by Mr. J. Jd. 
Mullan), whe appeared for the plaintiff, said 
that she was the widow of -Joseph Roche, 
who had been a member of the defendant 
union for fifteen years, and who, according 
to his cards, had regularly paid his subscrip- 
tions. He died on the 17th November last, 
and, by the rules of the society, the widow 
appeared to be entitled to mortality benefit 
of £15, but, on application to the society, 


she was told that the benefit was not payable, | § 


as her husband was in arrears for ls. 1l1d., 
the amount of the arrears afterwards being 
stated to be 15s, 

The objection to the jurisdiction must 
prove that the trade union concerned was 
an unlawful association at commen law, and 
could be sued only by virtue of the Trades 
Union Act, and also that this was a proceed- 
ing directly to enforce an agreement for the 
benefit of a member. Counsel admitted that 
an examination of the rules showed that the 
association was unlawful at common law, as 
being in restraint of trade; but he urged 
that the proceeding, being by the widow, 
was not for the benefit of a member, but 
on account of a debt due to her in respect 
of a deceased member. If necessary, he 
asked for liberty to amend the civil bill by 
adding a claim for a declaration that she 
was so entitled. 

Mr. Patterson (instructed by Messrs. 
Stritch and Stritch), for the defendant union, 
submitted that the judge had no jurisdiction, 
this being admittedly an association whose 
objects were unlawful at common law, and 
ene that could be sued only by virtue of the 
Trades Union Act, which prohibited any 
proceeding for the direct enforcement of 
benefits to members. He cited cases in sup- 
port of his argument that the widow of a 
member was equally disentitled to bring pro- 
ceedings. He submitted, also, that the judge 
had no jurisdiction to amend an ordinary 
civil! bill so as to make it an equity civil 
ail 
Judge Davitt said that he was satisfied 
that this was an association which, by its 
rules, being in restraint of trade, was illegal 
at common law, and, therefore, came within 
the Trades Union Act, which prohibited all 
proceedings in the Courts, either for or 
against the union, in respect of subscriptions 
or benefits. He must hold that this equally 
applied te mortality benefits such as this, and 
that he had no jurisdiction to hear the case. 
The order he made was: “ No jurisdiction; 
no costs.”

Peter Mulholland, another witness for the 
defence, «said that he was a passenger with 
the defendant. At the time of the accident 
Mr. Callan’s car was on the left-hand side— 
its own side—of the road. Mr. MacMahon’s 
car was about sixty yards in front when 
he saw the motor cycle ‘‘shave’’ Mr. 
MacMahon’s car. The cycle was travelling 
fast. Mr. Callan’s car was struck by the 
motor cycle between the front wheels. After 
the accident the witness found that his upper 
lip was split, and that two of his teeth 
were broken. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Connor, he de- 
nied that Mr. Callan’s car was attempting 
to pass Mr. MacMahon’s car at the time of 
the accident.- —. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in the course of his 
address to, the jury, said that this was 
the first case in which they had to decide 
the position of people who rode pillion on 
a motor cycle. Practically every magis- 
trate and judge in the English-speaking 
countries had condemned this practice, and 
some countries had gone so far as to de- 
clare it illegal. It was not illegal in this 
country, but.they knew froni their knowledge 
of accigents during the, week-ends. The pillion 
riding was a source of danger. The person 
who rode the motor cycle himself was usuall 
not so seriously injured, as the machine took 
the force of the impact, but in nearly every 
case the person who rode pillion was thrown 
a very considerable distance. These were 
matters which would arise in the considera- 
tion of the present case. 

The jury's answers to the questions left 
to them by Mr. Jastice Hanna were that 
the defendant was guilty of negligence, ; that 
‘pillion riding was not dangerous; that the 
plaintiffs were not guilty of contributory 
negligence, and that the occurrence was not 
the result of inevitable accident. The jury 
assessed damages at £750 in the case of 
Cornelius Locke, and at £175 in the case 
of Patrick Lambert.

DAMAGES FOR DUBLIN WOMAN. 
An action was listed for hearing in which 
Mrs. Margaret Beatty; of 14 York road, Rath- 
mines, Dublin, claimed damages 
Messrs. Leverett and Frye, Ltd., Dublin, for 
personal injuries, caused by the alleged 
negligence of the defendants’ servants in the 
driving of a motor van at Upper Rathmines 
on the 3rd March, 1927. 
Negligence was now admitted on behalf of 
the defendants, who, in their defence, had 
denied negligence. 
The plaintiff, who is the wife of a retired 
member of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, 
‘stated, in her statement of claim, that while 
she was on the footpath, almost opposite 
Church avenue, the defendants’ motor van, 
which was unatterded, suddenly and without 
warning collided with her.

Medical evidence having been given by Dr.

Laird and Dr. H. Stokes, for the defendants, 
The jury assessed damages at £250, but, 
on it being stated to the Judge 
that £275 had been lodged by the defendants, 
judgment was entered for the defendants, 
the plaintiff to have such costs as were 
attributable to the plea of denial of negli- 
gence raised by the defendants in the plead.

CAVAN WILL CASE SETTLED. 
A settlement was announced in the probate 
suit of Alice Keogan, widow, of Cornacrane, 
County Cavan, against James Smith, of 
Mullaghmore, County Cavan.

Dr. Thomas M. O'Dea, President of the 
Irish-American Tourist Association, who 
attended the annual meeting of the Ross- 
lare Tourist Development Association at 
Rosslare on Monday last, had a remark- 
able story to tell of his experiences at the 
Northern border when coming into the 


irish Free State. 
TOURISTS DO NOT WANT TROUBLE. 


Dr. O'Dea said that the object of his 


association was to try and get ple to visit 
ireland. Of course, they could go to any 
@ther country, but Ireland was Beir home, 


no matter what trouble they underwent in 
@oming to it. He left New York on July 
2nd, and there were with him 200 tourists

eferring to the border incident, Dr. 
O'Dea said that when coming into Derry and 
going through the Northern area he had no 
trouble whatever. The trouble at the border 
arose about stockings, etc., which he was 
bringing to his little nieces and nephews, a 
mould and some tar paper which he was 
taking for use in the building of a house for 
his brother, and changes of clothing for him- 
pelf. He was asked by the Customs official: 
*‘ Are you really trying to make me believe 
you are a tourist?’’ and, after adding up 
and subtracting, said, ‘‘ £25." He (Dr. 
O'Dea) replied that he was not going to 
ay. 

TAKEN BEFORE THE JUSTICE. 
He was ‘‘ yanked” up before a Peace 
Commissioner, who asked. what was the 
trouble. He (Dr. O’Dea) referred him to the 
official, who said: “I will have you under- 
stand that I am a Customs official, and you 
will have to address me in proper form.” 
'“[ ean see you are a public servant,” Dr. 
O'Dea replied, “‘and an unmannerly one at 
that.” That was the only thing that he said 
that might be regarded as a slur. He was 


taken to the jail, and he replied, “ All right; 
take me.” He was brought to prison. When 
h> was being taken off the train there 
were a doctor and six university students 
with him, who put out their heads and 
asked, “What's the matter? Are they 
going to kill you too?” He answered that 
they were not; that they were friends of his, 
and he did not want to create a scene. He 
did not want any vindictiveness. 

In further remarks, Dr. O’Dea described 
Wexford as a second Naples, and said that 
they should not be ashamed to broadcast the 
pitractions of the county. He announced 
that he brought a silver cup, which he in- 
tended to present for competition to the 
Rosslare Golf Club. (Applause.) 


“VERY DEPLORABLE.”’ 


Mr. J. Sinnott said that Dr./»O’Dea had 
brought before them a very deplorable state 
of affairs, which was unlikely to encourage 
tourists to visit the country. He was at the 
meeting of the Association held in Dublin 
last year when President Cosgrave and other 
prominent men promised to approach the 
Customs authorities wita a view to allowing 
in tourists as leniently as possible. They 
had a similar occurrence some time ago in 
Rosslare Harbour, which they brought be- 
fore the authorities, and he now believed 
that Rosslare Harbour was one of the best 
landing places, and that every courtesy was 
being shown to visitors. He suggested the 
case of Dr. O'Dea should be raised in the 
Dail. 

Alderman Corish said that they had at 
Rosslare one of the best, if not the best, 
strands in Ireland. He agreed that the 
authorities should provide a proper water 
supply and sanitation scheme at the place. 
Rosslare was rapidly growing, and he be- 
lieved that if a plebiscite were taken in the 
districts concerned the people would almost 
unanimously agree that money should be 
spent on the sanitation of the place. It 
would be necessary for the Association to 
make strong representations to the Govern- 
ment for money for roads in the vicinity of 
Rosslare. 

Te his mind Dr. O’Dea had dealt with a 
very delicate situation in an admirable 
manner. The party that he was identified 
with in the Dail raised the question of the 
treatment of tourists by Customs officials 
time and again, and he thought that to a 
great extent a great many of the causes of 
inconvenience had been removed. It was 
only at the Border, he believed, .that the 
real grievances now existed, and that was 
extenuated by the fact that they had two 
set. of officials. 

THE CASE OF AUSTRALIAN TOURISTS. 


Referring to Mr. O’Higgins, Alderman 
Corish said that, though they differed nine- 
teen times out of twenty, the late Mr. 
O’ Higgins was a great personal friend of his 
and a man for whom he had had great ad- 
miration. His death had done a great deal 
of harm to the tourist traffic. A man from 
Brisbane told him that after striving hard he 
got sixty men to agree to accompany him to 
the Dublin Show, but when in London they- 
read of Mr. O'Higgins s death he could not 
get one oí them out of London. He (Alder- 
man Corish) thought, that they should try not 
to decry the country or do anything that 
would act unfavourably against, its interests. 
Whoever was responsible for Mr. O’Higgins’s 
murder had done a great deal of harm to tle 
country. 

It was such occurrences, bringing about 
instability, that were responsible for the 
country not being developed as it should be. 
He hoped that it was the last of the crimes, 
and that they would all put their shoulders 
together and try to do everything they could 
to develop the country. 

Mr. Keating joined with Alderman Corish 
in assuring the Association that he would 
work for the furtherance of their programme, 


THE FISHING INDUSTRY. 


Mr. M. Kelly, L.P.8.1., who presided, said 
that the Association was formed three years 
ago for the purpose of developing Rosslare as 
a seaside resort. They had worked hard 
since against great odds, but they were hope- 
ful of ultimately achieving their ambitions. 

Mr. O. F, Kelly, secretary, submitted a 
statement of accounts showing a credit 
balance of £90. 

Captain N. Murphy, speaking in reference 
to the fishing industry, referred to the neces- 
sity for a pier, which, he said, would enable 
fish to be despatched quickly to the English 
markets.

PRISONS BOARD. 
Dr. Myles Keogh asked the President if it 
was intended to fill the vacancy on the 
General Prisons Board created by the retire- 
ment of the medical member by the appoint- 
ment of a medical inspector of the Deon 
ment of Local Government and Public Health, 
and, if so, whether the new appointee would 
be possessed of equa] authority with other 
members of the Board and would be in a 
position to exercise the same influence on 
rison administration as heretofore; and, 
urther, if the Minister had received an ex- 
pression of opinion from the Irish Medical 
Association that a humane and modern prison 
system could only be secured by giving full 
influence to the medical point of view in 
regard to the treatment of prisoners and the 
control of prisons. 
President Cosgrave said that it had been 
decided not to fill the vacancy. The duties 
formerly carried out by the medical member 
of the Board would in future be performed by 
a medical inspector of the Department of 
Local Government and Public Health, who 
would act merely in an advisory capacity to 
the Board. He had received from the Irish 
Medical Association an expression of opinion 
that a humane and modern prison system 
could only be secured by giving full influence 
to the medical point of view in regard to the 
treatment of prisoners and the control of 
prisons. He was fully satisfied that that 
object would be fully achieved by the arrange- 
ments which had been made. 


RESIGNATIONS UNDER ARTICLE X. 
Captain Redmond asked the Minister for 
Finance if he would state—(a) The number of 
applications for retirement under Article 10 
of the Treaty now pending, end ow many 
from each State Department; (b) how many 
applications were lodged during the years 
1992, 1923, 1924, 1925, 1926 and 1927 respec- 
tively ; and how many of these were disposed 
of by the Civil Service Compensation Com- 
mittee; (c) how many applications have been 
received since May órd last, and from what 
Departments ; (d) what steps, if any, are 
being taken to facilitate applicants desirous 
of retiring under Article 10 of the Treaty, 
and if any arrangenfent had been made, or 
any date fixed, for the resumption of the 
sittings of the Civil Service Com ensation 
Committee, of which no sitting has been held 
since June, 1924, when the Hon. Mr. Justice 
Wylie resigned the chairmanship. 
The Minister for Finance said that the fol- 
lowing applications from officials of the 
various departments for retirement under 
Article 10 of the Treaty were now pending :— 
Finance, 26; Agriculture, 27; Education, 18; 
Industry and Commerce, 12; Justice, 73 ; 
Local Government, 23; Fisheries, 1; Defence, 
1; Posts and Telegraphs, 219—total, 400. 
The applications lodged in the years named 
were :--1922, 896; 1923, 711; 1924, 185; 1925, 
114; 1926, 121; and 1927, 39—total, 2,066. 
Of this number, 1,366 were disposed of by the 
Civil Service Committee. The remainder was 
made up of the 400 cases now awaiting 
decision—viz., applications passed depart- 
mentally, which had been already ruled in 
principle by decisions of the Committee; 
applications withdrawn, and a number of 
cases of compulsory retirement, where the 
compensation had to be dealt with by the 
Department of Finance pending a final judg- 
ment in the Wigg and Cochrane action. 
Twenty-one applications had been received 
since the 3rd May from the following depart- 
ments :—Finance, ó; Local Government, 3; 
Posts and Telegraphs, 12; Industry and Com- 
merce, 2; Justice, 1—total, 21. 
The action to be taken following the judg- 
ment in the Wigg and Cochrane case was at 
present under consideration, and there would 
be no avoidable delay in coming to decisions 
on the many and important questions which 
arose. 

TEMPORARY CLERKS. 
Captain Redmond asked the Minister for 
Finance what were the Government’s inten- 
tions with regard to British ex-Service men 
at present employed as temporary clerks in 
the Free State Civil Service who had years 
of service and were handed over to the Free 
State on the transfer of Government and were 
not eligible to sit for the recent limited 
examination confined to ex-National Army 
men. 
The Minister: said that all temporary clerks, 
irrespective of their class of origin, who had 
failed to pass the limited competitions 
specially provided for their benefit, would be 
retained in their temporary capacity so long 
as their services might be required. It was 
not the intention to afford to the officials 
referred to in the question, or to any other 
categories of temporary clerks, any further 
special facilities for entry to the permanent 
service, 
TARIFF ON MARGARINE. 
' Asked by Captain Redmond if he were 
aware that the Waterford Margarine Factory, 
which had employed 80 hands, had been 
closed since January, and if he would take 
steps to expedite the findings of the Tariff 
Commission on the question of the imposition 
of a tariff on imported margarine, the 
Minister for Finance said that he understood 
that the Commission’s investigations were 
eomplete in the case of margarine, and that 
they were now considering their recommenda- 


tion. 
WIRELESS LICENCES. 

Mr. T. Johnson asked the Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs what: special privileges 
or rights attached to an experimental wire- 
less receiving licence as compared with the 
ordinary receiving licence, and whether he 
was prepared to consider the reduction of the 
fee charged for an experimental licence from 
£1 to the rate charged for an ordinary 
licence, 
Mr. Walsh said that. before the establish- 
ment of the broadcasting service licences 
were granted for the use of wireless receiving 
apparatus for experimental purposes to per- 
sons who desired to make experiments with 
a definite object in view, and who possessed 
the requisite scientific qualifications. At that

PROPOSED CLOSING TO BE 
OPPOSED. 


From Our Spectra CoRRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 

The Cork Harbour Board to-day unani- 
mously adopted a resolution convening a 
special meeting, to be held without delay, to 
decide what steps should be taken to resist 
any attempt to close the Cork Local Bank- 
ruptcy Court and tyansfer the business of the 
Court to Dublin, - 
It was decided to invite the attendance at 
the conference of representatives of both 
Chambers of Commerce, the Southern Law 
Society and the Employers’ Federation. 
Mr. C. C. Mercier, who moved the resolu- 
tion, said that it had been suggested that the 
reason for the proposed change was that the 
Court was not, from a commercial point of 
view, a paying one. That was no reason what- 
ever for the removal of the Court. 
Proceeding, he said that in the Postal De- 
partment, with the exception of telegraphs, 
every branch of the service was working at a 
loss. The logical consequence of that, if they 
were to follow what was said to be contem- 
plated with regard to the Court, was that 
they should close up the Post Office in Cork 
and travel to Dublin to post their letters 
there. That, of course, was absurd. 
Mr. J. J. Horgan, solicitor, in seconding, 
said that if the Court were closed it would be 
an absolute reversal of the policy announced 
at the time of the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, 
of decentralising legal matters and making 
legal business cheaper and more expeditious. 
The Court -was working excellently, and it 
would be a most retrograde and undesirable 
step if it should be in any way altered or 
removed.

hat the hotels are not among them. May I 
explain why? Service, on the whole, reached 
a higher standard than I expected. So also 
did cleauliness, and everywhere I found 
courtesy and friendliness. As to amusements, 
I, for one, am quite prepared to find these for 
myself, and I do not expect hotel manage- 
ments to provide them for me. 

My complaints relate to the fundamentals 
of food, beds and interior decoration. No one 
desires Irish country hotels to compete with 
Parisian restaurants; but what one does look 
for in a farming country is the best of cream, 
butter, cheese and home-made bread. One 
also hopes for home-grown fruit and home- 
made jams and jellies. Unfortunately, suc. 
expectations and ho 
realised, I can confidently assert that it is 
not by attempting elaborate meals that Irish 
hotel-keepers will please American visitors ; 
but it is a shock to fare worse as regards 
butter and cream in the heart of the country 
than one does in an American ga k 

Another point that should be easy to 
remedy is the quality of the coffee. America 
has the highest standard of all countries in 
the matter of coffee. I cannot remember 
being pleased with that served at any, save 
one, of the Irish hotels which I visited. 

Beds in Irish hotels are generally quite 
comfortable, but at two of those I stayed at 
my bed was so hard and bumpy that I could 
sleep very little and would not have remained 
a second night on any account. It is suicidal 
of hotel-keepers to harbour such beds. 

Finally, as to interior decoration, I fear it 
must be said that Irish hotel-keepers, as a 
class, have perfectly dreadful taste. Most 
Irish hotels that I have seen are a violent 
offence to the - It is not a question of 
expense: an opulent and spacious lounge may 
be glaringly ugly. America leads the world 
in the simple and harmonious interiors of her 
new hotels, and people from her shores are, 
therefore, particularly sensitive to either 
gaudily or sordidly ugly rooms and furniture. 
I suggest that Irish hotel-keepers, as a body, 
appoint an artistic adviser to inspect their 
premises and make recommendations. Then, 

rhaps, one will be able to leave an Irish 
otel—as one leaves so many hotels on the 
Continent—with a desire to return to it for 
its own sake, 

The path of wisdom is to avoid size and 
pretentiousness and to seek efficiency, cleanli- 
ness and charm. I have said that I found 
the service generally good, but I should add 
that it was sometimes pitiable to see slatternly 
waiters of comic aspect employed for the sake 
of grandeur in place of trim waitresses.—

Canon Hayes said that in their houses a 
man could have a drink readily, quickly, 
and cheerfully. They supplied what the 
customer asked. e way to elimirate 
drunkenness was to supply food and drink. 
There was an atmosphere of freedom about 
the house, and that was what they liked 
and aimed at. Across the water they had 
somo 500 houses owned by fourteen different 
companies; and the number was growing at 
the rate of one house per week. They had 
tried to provide Ulster with a demonstration 
of the possibilities of the movement, and they 
believed that along those lines might he 
found the solution to the biggest social 
problem of the day.

REPUBLICANS OBJECT TO 
WORDING. 


' From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT, 
BALLINA, Wednesday. 

A resolution in connection with the murder 
of Mr. Kevin O’Higgins fell through at the 
meeting of the Ballina Urban Council last 
night owing to the Chairman, Mr. P. J. 
Ruttledge, T.D. (Republican), objecting to the 
manner in which it was worded. 

The resolution, which was proposed by Mr. 
Francis Walsh, stated that: ' By this 
dastardly assassination the country has 
lost one of its most illustrious sons 
and leading Ministers, and the credit of 
the country is the poorer through one 
of her Ministers being ruthlessly murdered 
for doing his duty as a statesman.’’ 

Mr. Garvey, P.C., seconded the motion. 

. The Chairman said that owing to the way 
in which the resolution was worded he could 
not associate himself as fully as he would 
wish with its terms. It was a very re- 
grettable act, but the resolution was tinged 
with politics, and anyone knowing his views 
knew that he could not endorse it. He dis- 
sociated himself from the act, whether 
authorised or unauthorised. He felt that 
too many terrible things had happened in 
Ireland in recent years, including the shoot- 
ing of Rory O’Connor and his three com- 
rades, on the morning of 8th December, 
1922. He dissociated himself entirely from 
what had happened, but he could not en- 
dorse the resolution as it was.. The act 
was an act of which no public representative 
could approve. 

Mr.. Frank Walsh said that he was sorry 
the resolution did not correspond with the 
feeling of the Chairman. Any man, regard- 
less of his political feelings, must admit 
that it was one of the most dastardly murders 
committed in Ireland for some time. All 
persons were entitled to their political feel- 
ings, but this murder had been condemned, 
not only. in Ireland, but in every country in 
the world. - 

Mr. Ruane said it was a pity the resolu- 
tion was not worded in a different way. 411 
it was he was sure every member of the Coun- 
cil would endorse it. They would endorse the 
resolution of condolence to Mrs, O’Higgins 
and relatives, but they objected to the 
political tinge of the resolution. 

Mr. Garvey denied that there was a 
political tinge about the resolution. They 
did not want to unearth old sores about this 
murder or that murder. 

The Chairman suggested a resolution con- 
demning the assassination or murder, and 
expressing svmpathy with Mrs. O’Higgins. 

Ir. Walsh—I do not see any difference 
between that and the resolution I proposed. 

Finaily, Mr. Walsh put the resolution in 
his pocket, and left the Council Chamber. 


KEVIN O’HIGGINS’S PATRIOTISM 

At the meeting of the Joint Committee 
of Grangegorman Mental Hospital yesterday, 

Mr. Campbell said that as this was the 
first meeting since the unfortunate death of 
Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, the Minister for 
Justice, he begged to move that they convey 
their sympathy to the widow and relatives 
and the Executive Council on the sad loss 
they had sustained. Not alone had the 
widow sustained a loss, but Ireland as a 
whole had. No matter what one’s political 
feelings might be, in a case like this there 
was no one who would not stand up and 
condemn it. It was not going to better 
Ireland to assassinate any Man, no matter 
who he was. He regretted the occasion had 
arisen for such a ‘resolution. 

Mr. R. Wilson, ex-T.D., said that he desired 
to second the resolution and condemn the out- 
rage, which had deprived this country of a 
man who in the past had shown by his 
ability and his efforts that the mainspring of 
all his actions was the betterment of the 
country. It was deplorable that such a man 
should have been removed in such a way by 
his own people. 

The Chairman said that he was sure they 
would all agree in condemning the dreadful 
death Mr. O'Higgins had received, and, apart 
from the personality of the victim, they should 
condemn utterly the weapon of assassination. 

The resolution was passed, all members 
standing. 


“ A USELESS CRIME.” 


At th Dowra District Court yesterday, Mr. 
J. H. Rice, barrister-at-law, the District Jus- 
tice, denounced the murder of Mr. Jsevin 
O'Higgins. He said that it would be to hira 
personally a matter of the deepest gratifica- 
tion if he could feel assured of the fact that 
no political party which contested the general 
election a few weeks ago was cognisant of 
that great crime. The murder of the Cesar 
in the Senate House was a useless crime, be- 
cause the vast institution of the Roman 
Empire, at which the conspirators aimed, re- 
mained unharmed, and was, in fact, firmly 
founded by their daggers. So, too, by the 
crime in Dublin the liberty of our country, at 
which the assassins struck, did not receive a 
blow, but, on the contrary, had been 
strengthened fourfold by this fresh outflow of 
rich, valiant and patriotic blood.

' In a leading article The Times observes :— 
King Ferdinand of Rumania, who died at 
Sinaia yesterday after a long illness, will be 
remembered chiefly, and most gratefully, for 
the fortitude he displayed during the severest 
trial in his country’s recent history.

_ The only business, apart from questions, 


on the agenda paper was the consideration 
of the Appropriation Bill, but President 
Cosgrave gave notice that when that 
measure had been disposed of he would 
ask permission to introduce three bills. 

After the House had passed the Appro- 
priation Bill without discussion, Mr. 
Thomas Johnson, leader of the Labour 
Party, said that he understood that the 
President would introduce a bill to amend 
the Constitution. He doubted whether it 
was proper to take such a step when due 
notice had not been given. 

It seemed to him to be stretching too 
far the leniency that had been accorded 
to the introduction of special bills without 
notice. There was a considerable 
difference between a bill to amend the 
Constitution and bills for ordinary legis- 
lation. | 

He did not know what the proposals of 
the Minister were with regard to discus- 
sion on the first stage, but he wanted tu 
say that he would oppose any bill to 
amend the Constitution, and he thought 
it would be better that notice should be 
given of its introduction before the first 
reading. 


THE NEW BILLS. 

President Cosgrave then asked the per- 
mission of the House to introduce three 
new Bills. Permission was granted without 
discussion. . The measures are :— 
ConsTITUTION (AMENDMENT No. .6) BI11, 

1927. 

A bill entitled an Act to amend the 
Constitution by confining the rights of 
demanding the suspension of a bill con- 
ferred on members of the Oireachtas by 
Article 47 to those members who have 
taken the oath pursuant to Article 17, 
and by deleting the provisions relating 
to the initiation by the people of pro- 
posals for laws or constitutional amend- 
ments. 

Pusrtic Sarety Act, 1927. 

A bill entitled an Act to make further 
and better provision for the mainten- 
ance and preservation of the State and 
the public safety. 

Evecrorat (AMENDMENT) (No. 2) Burtt, 
1927. 

A bill entitled an Aci to require candt- 
dates for election to Dáil Eireann or 
Seanad Eireann to make before nomtna- 
tion a declaration on oath of intention to 
tale their seats therein and to take the 
oath required by Article 17 of the Con- 
stitution to be taken by members of the 
Oireachtas and to prescribe a time 
within which members of the Oireachtas 
shall take the said oath after election 
and to make provision for the failure of 
a member of the Oireachtas so to take 
such oath. . 

Mr. Johnson asked the President 
whether it was his intention to make a 
statement explanatory of the connection cf 
any one of the bills with another. 

President Cosgrave said that he would 
prefer to. dea] with that matter on the 
second reading. ‘That would be made in 
conformity with the procedure so far 
followed, and members would then have 
the texts of the bills before them. 

Mr. Johnson said that the imitiation of, 
such a practice of considering constitu- 
tional amendments was a thing that should 
be avoided. Going only on the title of the 
Constitution Amendment Bill, he would 
give notice that he would oppose the 
measure as vigorously as he could.

POWER TO INVOKE IT TO 
BE RESTRICTED. 


It is not expected that the text of the 
three bills which President Cosgrave in- 
troduced in the Dail yesterday will be 
available before Saturday. In the case 
of the Electoral and Constitution Bills 
the documents will reveal little that is 
not in the titles. 

The object of the Constitution (Amend- 
ment) Bill is to confine to members of the 
Oireachtas the right to initiate legislation, 
and to confine to them also the right to 
take the steps necessary to put the 
machinery of the referendum in motion. 

Before summarising the two articles of 
the Constitution which it is proposed to 
amend, it is well to quote the title of the 
new measure. It is declared to be a bill 
“to amend the Constitution by confining 
the rights of demanding the suspension of 
a bill, conferred on members of the 
Oireachtas by Article 47 of the Constitu- 
tion, to those members who have taken 
the Oath, pursuant to Article 17, and by 
deleting the provisions relating to the 
initiation by the people of proposals for 
laws or constitutional amendments.”’ 

The rights of demanding the suspension 
of a bill are conferred on members of the 
Oireachtas by Article 47, which says :— 

“ Any bill passed or deemed to have 
been passed by both Houses may be sus- 
pended for a period of ninety days on the 
written demand of two-fifths of the mem- 
bers of Dail Eireann or of a majority of 
the members of Seanad Eireann, pre- 
sented to the President of the Executive 
Council not later than seven days from 
the day on which such bill shall have 
been so passed or deemed to have been 
so passed. Such a bill shall, in accord- 
ance with regulations to be made by the 
Oireachtas, be submitted by referendum 
to the decision of the people if demanded 
before the expiration of the nimety days, 
either by a resolution of Seanad Eireann 
assented to by three-fifths of the members 
of Seanad Eireann, or by a petition signed 
by not less than one-twentieth of the 
voters then on the register of voters, and 
the decision of the people by a majority 
of the votes recorded on ie referendum 
shall be conclusive. These provisions 
shall not apply to Money bills or such 
bills as shall be declared by both Houses 
to be necessary for the immediate pre- 


servation of th® public peace, health or 
safety.” 


The provisions relating to the initiation 
by the people of proposals for law or con- 
stitutional amendments—provisions it 1s 
now proposed to delete—are. contained in 
Article 48, which states :-— 

“The Oireachtas may provide for the 
initiation by the people of proposals 
for law or constitutional amendments. 
Should the Oireachtas fail to make such 
provision within two years, it shall, on 
the petition of not less than 75,000 voters 
on the register, of whom not more than 
15,000 shall be voters in any one con- 
stituency, either make such provisions or 
submit the question to the people for 
decision in accordance with the ordinary 
regulations governing the referendum.” 

It was—if it is not at the moment—Mr. 
de Valera’s intention to present the neces- 
sary petition asking the Government to 
provide for the initiation of a constitu- 
tional amendment—that is, the deletion 
of the Oath—but if the proposed bill is 
passed he will be powerless to achieve his 
purpose. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson, the leader of the 
Labour Party, yesterday gave notice of 
his intention vigorously to oppose the new 
bill on every stage, and it is believed that 
he will be supported by the National 
League, if not by the Farmers’ Party. 

The second reading debate is fixed for 
Tuesday next, but I am informed that it 
is not the Government’s intention to ask 
the House to take the third and remaining 
stages until after the summer recess.

Thirty 
fifty-gallon casks of spirit and twenty 
cases of oil are aboard the boat anchored 
in readiness in the harbour. 
Captain Fitzgerald’s motor launch; with 
the Reception Committee, will meet the 
seaplane as it lands, and will bring 
Captain Courtney and his men to the 
island while ‘the machine is being re- 
fuelled. 

A diversior was caused this afternoon 
when the Free State fishery patrol boat 
arrived in the harbour and captured a 
French trawler which was fishing inside 
the hmit.

CALSHOT, Wednesday. 

Although forced to postpone his attempt 
to-day to fly from England to New York 
and back in the Dornier-Napier “ Whale’ 
flying boat, Captain F. T. Courtney made 
effort to ensure a start at 7 a.m. to- 
morrow, but at a late hour last night had 
to announce a further postponement. 

When, after an early morning test 
flight, it was found that adjustments were 
necessary tec the wireless installation, 
which had not before been tested in 
flight, experts began to remedy the 
defects. They were not remedied at a late 
hour last night, and Captain Courtney 
was reluctantly compelled to admit that 
he did not anticipate being able to start 
for several days. 

The weather over the Atlantic has 
become less favourable for the flight. hour 
by hour, ‘and an early start is essential. 
Mrs. Courtney motored from London at 
an early hour this morning, and arrived 
at Calshot shortly after dawn. 

“I am sorry I cannot accompany my 
husband on his Atlantic flight,” she said; 
“my duty to our little daughter Olive 
prevents me.” 

Mrs. Courtney has prepared provisions 
for the flight, consisting of boned chicken, 
meat extract, sandwiches, fruit and. nuts, 
and hot meat extract and coffee in vacuum 
flasks. 

Air Ministry officials and many air 
notabilities have assembled at Calshot to 
witness Captain Courtney's departure. 
The flight is recognised as being the 
first real attempt towards the establish- 
ment of regular commercial Atlantic fly- 
ing. Captain F. W. M. Downer is accom- 
panying Captain Courtney as navigator 
and second pilot, while the engineer for 
the flight is Mr. R F. Little.

ADRIFT IN THE 
ATLANTIC. 


FISHERMEN LOST FOR 
ELEVEN DAYS. 


When the steamship Albuera, of Leith, 
docked at Gravesend yesterday two New- 
foundland fishermen, who had been picked 
up in mid-Atlantic after being adrift for 
more than eleven days in a small open 
boat, were landed and transferred to the 
Seamen’s Hospital, Tilbury. 

They are George Robert May and 
Charles Williams, both of Newfoundland, 
members of the crew of the Nova Scotia 
schooner Donald A. Creaser. 

The schooner had been engaged in fish- 
ing operations off the Grand Banks, and 
on the afternoon of June 27th the two 
men left the vessel in their small, flat- 
bottomed boat to attend to their fishing 
lines. A dense fog cut them off from 
the schooner, which they were unable to 
find, and they @tifted away. When the 
fog lifted their ship was out of sight. 


NO WATER ON BOARD. 

They had only a few biscuits with them 
and no water. During their first twenty- 
four hours adrift three of their small oars 
were washed overboard, leaving them with 
only one, which was also lost later. The 
first opportunity that they had of quench- 
ing their thirst was after they had been 
adrift for five days, when they came along- 
side an iceberg and were able to obtain 
water, but their little boat contained no 
facilities io. storing it. 

The boat was sighted by the Albuera on 
July 8th, when the men had been adrift 
for eleven days and three hours.. Captain 
Georgeson, of the Albuera, altered his 
course to ‘reach the boat, and found the 
two men in an extremely exhausted con- 
dition. The men and their boat were 
taken aboard the Albuera, and news of 
their rescue was sent to Newfoundland 
by wireless. 

A LONG DRIFT. 

Captain Georgeson stated in his report 
that the boat must have drifted over 370 
miles. A collection on behalf of the two 
men taken on board the Albuera amounted 
to £9. 

The fishermen are now making favour- 
able progress after their exciting

NEW WONDER OF QUEEN 
HETEPHERES’S TOMB.

WATER PRESERVED FÓR 
THOUSANDS OF YEARS. 


From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
CAIRO, Wednesday. 

The expedition, héaded by Dr. Reisner, 
which is investigating the tomb of Queen 
Hetepheres, mother of Cheops, has issued a 
communiqué’ stating that Mr. Lucas, chemist 
to the Department of Antiquities at Cairo, 
has analysed two specimens of the yellowish 
liquid in the canopic jars which were recently 
found in the tomb. They are practically 
identical with a 3 zs solution of natron in 
water, and are evidently a preservative solu- 
tion. The natron is of the usual Egyptian 
kind, and is similar to that found in the 
Wady Natrun, which contains salt and sul- 
phate of soda as impurities. The yellow tint 
of the liquid is due to organic matter 
absorbed from the canopi¢ packets. 

For purposes of comparison, Mr. Lucas 
points out that this preservative liquid is of 
about the same density as sea water. 

This is the first time that water has been 
found in any Egyptian tomb, and its preser- 
vation was due to its position. It was placed 
in an alabaster box, with a close-fitting lid, 
in a niche of a chamber a hundred feed down, 
cut out of solid rock. The niche was blocked 
with limestone, and plastered with um, 
and the shaft was filled in with stone-plaster. 
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a greater Rumania. 

The death of King Ferdinand at this time 
imposes exceptional responsibilities on the 
political leaders of Rumania. The nature of 
the problems that will now arise has been 


} clearly indicated during the King’s long ill- 


ness. When Prince Carol was excluded from 
the succession in January, 1926, his infant 
son was declared heir to the Throne, and 
provision was made for a Regency. The 
prospect of a long Regency has given rise to 
a good deal of vague political speculation, 
and has stimulated restless ambitions. On 
the whole, the parties stand by the arrange- 
ments for the succession that were made in 
January of last year, and even groups that 
at one time hoped to secure some political 
advantage by bringing about the return of 
Prince Carol have come into line with their 
rivals on this question. The new Parliament 
has met. this week in extraordinary session 
while King Ferdinand lay dying, just long 
enough to establish the Regency on behalf of 
the boy, Prince Michael, who new succeeds 


to the Throne, and to make it plain that 


M. Bratianu, who has been in power for 
most of the peace years is again in the 
saddle, and means to govern firmly. It falls 
to “his Government, which includes his 
brother, M. Vintilla Bratianu, M. Duca, and 
M. Titulescu—till recently the conspicuously 
able representative of hi country in London 
—to support the Regency in a particularly 
trying period. There have been some in- 
dications of restlessness in various parts of 
the country, the administration is far from 
perfect, and the agitation conducted from 
Soviet Russia over. the Bessarabian 
frontier causes disquiet. But—largely 
in consequence of the agrarian re- 
form carried out shortly after the 
war—the peasantry are tolerably satisfied 
with their present condition; the Army is 
believed to be nou-political, and although 
Rumania lies in an exposed situation in the 
East of Europe, her external security is not 
now seriously threatened, and she is protected 
in large measure by a series of international 
agreements 

The death of King Ferdinand is deeply re 
gretted in this country, and great sympathy 
will be felt for Queen Marie, an English 
Princess, whose devotion to Rumania was so 
clearly shown in the worst days of the war, 
and may well inspire confidence during the 
difficult days of a new transition. The 
sorrow of the Rumanian people for a very 
loyal King and their anxieties for the future 
justify the hope that the period of transition 
now beginning may be marked by a deeper 
patriotic union and by a statesmanship not 
unworthy of the critical occasion.

An official communiqué issued to-day 
states that recently the general condition 
of King Ferdinand became worse, as the 
result of the inflammation of the lungs, 
which started in March. The communiqué 
continues :—‘‘ Lack of appetite, anzmia, 
and breathing difficulties hampered the 
heart's activity, and finally led to the 
collapse and death of the King in the 
arms of the Queen at 2.50 this morning 
at Sinaia. The King was fully conscious 
to the end, and suffered no pain. His 
last words to the Queen were: ‘I feel 
very tired.’ ” 

A PROCLAMATION. 
The Government also issued the follow- 


ing proclamation :— 
Rumantans—The first King of Great 
Rumania has died of a cruel malady. Thus 


has been cut off a most glorious reign that 
has realised the ancient dream of our 
people. When he mounted the steps of the 
throne, King Ferdinand solemnly promised 
before representatives of the nation that 
he would be a loyal Rumanian. His reign 
has proved to the full that he has carried 
out his promise. 

To-day we weep, uncomforted, at the death 
of the greatest and best of all Rumanians. 
His people can never forget that there is 
no sacrifice King Ferdinand has not made 
for the good of his country. Peerless in 
understanding and decision in time of war, 
good and wise in time of peace, Ferdinand 
will remain for ever King in the hearts of 
the people, to be known for ever as the 
King of the reforms that brought justice, 
power and peace to the country. 

If we wish to remain faithful to the great 
ideal to which he devoted his life, let us 
remain firmly united in assuring the tran- 
quillity and progress of our country. 

Unshakeable in our devotion to the dynasty 
and in our respect for the constitution and 
laws of the country, let us centre on King 
Michael our love and our faith in our 
nation’s destiny. Let us call up all our 
powers to assure a brilliant future to a 
Rumania which has never been so great as 
it is to-day. 

KING MICHAEL THE FIRST. 

The National Assembly meet at 4.15 
this afternoon to take the oath of the 
Regency Council.

[The Regency Council consists of Prince 
Nicholas, the late King’s second son; the 
patriarch, Dr. Cristea, and M. Buzdugan, 
the President of the Court of Appeal, and 
was formed on January 4th to administer 
the affairs of State until Prince Michael 
comes of age. | 
All the Opposition parties were present 


at the ceremony. 

All soldiers throughout the country 
swore allegiarce to the new King, and the 
Regency Council met the members of the 
Government at the Cotroceni Palace at five 
o'clock. 

In accordance with custom, M. Bratianu 
presented the Government 's resignation, 
which was refused. 


FUNERAL ON SATURDAY. 

The body of King Ferdinand was 
embalmed this evening and placed in the 
Pelishor Castle at Sinaia on a stand which 
the Queen herself decorated with flowers. 

To-morrow the body will be conveyed to 
the capital by train, and will lie in state 
in the Gold Hall in the Palace of 
Cotroceni until Saturday, when it will be 
buried in the Mausoleum at Curtea de 
Arges, where King Carol and Queen 
Elizabeth rest.

LONDON FACTORY FIRE.

FAMILIES FORCED FROM 
THEIR HOMES. 


There. were remarkabie scenes at a fire in 
a. Finsbury Park, North London, factory last 
night. The alarm was given at about nine 
o'clock of an outbreak in the battery factory 
of the Ever Ready Company in Chiton ter- 
race. The Brigade arrived within a few 
minutes, but ii was found necessary to call 
for gas masks owing to the large quantity ol 
paraffin wax which was stored on the pre- 
mises having become ignited. 

Desperate efforts were made by the firemen 
to hold the blaze in check; but’ the main 
stock of the wax gradually became involved, 
and the back of the factory, where it was 
stored, became a veritable iurnace. Three 
firemen were at work on a low roof with a 
hose, when suddenly one of them shouted a 
warning that the roof was beginning to sag. 
Two of them jumped clear into the street, 
but the other failed to get down, and he clung 
to the parapet until a ladder was brought. 
Down this he clambered to safety. 

Meanwhile people living on either side had 
been warned by the police fo leave their 
houses. They were preparing to do so when 
the fumes and the water poured in, and, seiz- 
ing as many of their belongings as they 
could, they made hurriedly for the street. 
The fire continued to gain ground, and more 
engines were called to the scene, and soon 
twenty pumps were at work, together with 
the Salvage Corps. 

' After a struggle which lasted more than 
two hours the fire was got under control. 
Both floors of the warehouse had been. com- 
pletely ruined, and only a small portion of 
the large stock of wax had been saved,

DOCTOR’S REMARKABLE 
STATEMENT,

“This work of William Hunter is the most 
illuminating thing that has happened in 
general medicine in the tayentieth century, 
said Sir Berkeley Moynihan,~at yesterday's 
meeting of the British Medical Association at 
Edinburgh, when Dr. William Hunter, con: 
sulting physician to the. London Fever 
Hospital and the Charing Cross Hospital, 
addressed the section on mental diseases. 

Dr. Hunter gave remarkable instances of 
the cure of nervous and mental disorders by 
the simple expedient of removing decayed 
teeth. The first case quoted by him was 
the following, recanted by Dr. Cotton, 
director of ‘the New Jersey State Hospital, 
New York — 


REMARKABLE CASE. 
“A single woman, aged 55; father died 
of melancholia, aged 68; mother of paralysis 
at 80. Her mental trouble followed the death 
of her mother in August, 1916. She became 
excited, talkative, and, in September, was 
much depressed, agitated and self-accusatory. 
Admitted into hospital m October, 1916, :t 
was noted at the time, that her upper teeth 
were niissing and that her lower teeth were 
badly decayed, but nothing was done for her, 
and she was transferred to the chronic ward, 
where she ation for nearly two years, till 
1918. In September, 1918, eleven bad teeth 
were extracted. She improved rapidly during 
the next few weeks. On November 9th, 1918, 
she was discharged as recovered, and has 
remained perfectly well ever since.” 
““In this case, ” Dr. Hunter said, “as Dr. 
Cotton points out, the neglect to remove the 
bad septic teeth on admission was respon- 
sible for the patient’s residence of two years 
in the hospital, for there seemed to be no 
other infection or any other physical dis- 
turbance, except the infected teeth, By itself, 
this case might be regarded as an exceptional 
one in which, b® a coincidence, recovery 
happened to follow in a few weeks the re- 
moval of some septic teeth: But, taken in 
conjunction with other evidence as to. the 
part taken by similar sepsis in producing all 
sorts of medical ailments and conditions, such 
as anwmia, rheumatism, etc., a case of this 
kind would alone, in my opinion, serve to 
arrest the attention of everyone concerned 
with mental disorders. 


PREVIOUS IDEAS CONFOUNDED. 
“ All the usual etiological factors to which 
importance is attached in mental disorders 
were present in the case—the death of the 
patient's father from acute ‘melancholia (the 
hereditary factor), and the onset of her 
trouble after the death of her mother (the 
psychogenic factor to which, from the point 
of view of psychology, it has been hitherto 
customary to attach an almost exclusive im- 
portance in explaining mental disorders). 
Each of those factors. might be regarded, 
singly or combined, as accounting for the 
patient's mental breakdown. Neither of them 
could be altered by any measure of treatment, 
and two years of hospital treatment in the 
best surroundings had failed to alter the 
psychology of the case. 

Nevertheless what all other measures failed 
hto effect was effected in a few weeks’ time 
by the removal of what might well seem to 
be the most unimportant and most uninterest- 
ing feature of her trouble, the removal of 
eleven septic teeth. In reality the factor 
producing her mental trouble was not her 
hereditary history nor yet mental anxiety 
following the death of her mother, both of 
which might in some regree predispose her 
to some mental instability, but the presence 
and toxte action of a-severe infection arsing 
from septic teeth. “On the removal of these 
the whole mental cloud lifted from her. Her 
psychosis was, in short, septic psychosis. 
VALUE OF THE DISCOVERY. 

It was in the realm of prevention that 
this new application of antisepsis would find 
its greatest triumph, namely, the cutting short 
of all serts and degreés of ner¥bus and mental 
disturbances that in most casés precede and

orders. This was the first time that this 
subject of sepsis and antisepsis in relation to 
mental” disorders Rad . been before that 
Association. - The t¥pes of mental disorders 
more especially concerned were dementia 
protocox maniac dé@pressive insanity, paranoid 
conditions, psychO-feurdsis, And toxic in- 
sanities. Those constituted a great portion 
of the admissiens into our medal hospitals. 

Septic psychosis was .»roduced: by the 
action of toxins derived from small and 
apparently insitnificant septic foci, chiefly in 
the teeth and tonsils and elsewhere, On 
the removal -of these the whole mental dis- 
order might be profoundly affected, and in 
many cases n de to disappear. Twenty- 
seven years ago he had called attention to 
this sepsis in the realm of nervous disorders, 
as presented in neuritis, neurasthenia, mental 
depression, and so-called “‘ nervous attacks ”’ 
or ‘*nervous breakdowns.’’ After twenty- 
seven years a response to his call had come 
at last. Dr. Cotton, of America, began, from 
1918 onwards, an attack on the whole field 
of the sepsis presented by 1,400 cases. The 
result was tha, he doubled the number of 
his discharges and reduced the average stay 
in hospital from ten months to three months, 

DAWN OF A NEW ERA. 

The discovery of the part played by sepsis 
in mental disorders introduced an entirely 
new era into the whole subject. The amount 
of chronic sepsis among the mental cases who, 
to the number of 135,000 and more, occupied 
the mental hospitals and asylums of the 
country, was far greater than that to be 
found in any other group of inmates of 
hospitals. The removal of that, sepsis in 
their case was imperative. However much 
ordinary people in health may be able to 
yesist the deleterious action of the various 
degrees of similar sepsis which they carried, 
the sufferer from mental disorder could not 
afford to have any such sepsis unregarded. 

‘‘ All the public authorities responsible for 
our magnificent mental hospitals,’”’ declared 
Dr. Hunter, “should issue an order that 
every mental hospital under their charce 
should, so far as they are not already 
equipped, be forthwith supplied with every 
arrangement for surgical work. The possible 
standard of increased relief which this class 
of sufferer may receive ie that their chances 
of recovery may be doubled, that the dura- 


tion of their stay in hospital may be 
materially reduced, and that on discharge 
their chances of remaining well, both 


physically and mentally, will be greatly im- 
proved by the removal of the sepsis which 
they previously carried if that removal is 
carried out at the first onset of his trouble.” 
PARALLELING LISTER. 
Sir Berkeley Moynihan said: ‘It is no 
use for the alienists to say that this story 
is incredible, and consequently untrue. Many 
things that are incredible prove in fact to 
be profoundly true. Nor is it any use say- 
ing everybody has dental infection but is 
not insane, for there you come up against 
the problem of immunity. I have read more 
psychology than is good for a practising 
surgeon, and looking back over thirty years 
of practice I am able to say that the removal 
of an organic disease had often meant also 
the removal of a neuro-psychosis. There 
is no heart disease, except congenital heart 
disease, which is not the result of infection. 
William Tlunter is applying the work of 
Lister to Medicine, and the effect. in that 
direction is going to be quite as greatas the 
effect of Lister’s work has been on surgery. 
Hunter, for years, has been a voice. crying 
in the wilderness. His contemporaries are 
just as guilty as Lister’s contemporaries 
were of that numbing ard sterile vice—

” HERRING-FISHING 
INDUSTRY, 


UPPER CHAMBER AND 
REFORM. 


-“ 


WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The decrease in the popularity of the 
herring as a staple food is a matter of 
much concern to Scottish members, who 
raised the subject this evening on a vote 
for the Scottish Fishery Board. So seriously, 
indeed, is the situation regarded, that Mr. 
Lloyd George, who recently has made him- 
self uainted with the position of the fish- 
ing industry, considered it his duty to add 
to the appeal made to the Government to 
assist in an effort to restore the herring to 
favour. . | 
Sir Archibald Sinclair, who opened the 
debate, attributed to parlous state of the 
herring industry to the loss of the Russian 
market, and the lack of capttal, which pre- 
vented the fishermen from equipping thea:- 
selves with the most modern fishing appii- 
ances. 
Mr. Lloyd George, who told the House that 
it was with fear and trembling that he, as 
a Southerner, intervened in the discussion, 
said that he had been asked by the fisher- 
men themselves to assist in the presentation 
of their case. His own inquiries, he said, 
convinced him that the industry was in an 
extremely depressed condition, and that the 
demand that Parliament should come to its 
rescue was not an unreasonable one: . As one 
of the fishermen told him, the men who 
during the war swept the seas, were now 
being swept off the seas. If ever there was 
an unsheltered industry this was one. He 
expressed the hope that it would be possible 
to recapture the Russian market, and he 
added: *‘ Who knows whether or not the 
herring may make peace between us? It 
certainly has a better chance of doing so 
than the Home Secretary.” (Laughter.) 


OFFICIAL REPLY. 

Sir John Gilmour, Secretary for Scotland, 
in reply, was alluding to Mr. Lloyd George's 
apology for intervening in a Scottish debate 
when Mr. Kirkwood interjected, ‘‘ And well 
ha might.” (Laughter.) 

Sir John, continuing, said that he wel- 
comed the right hon, gentleman’s “contribu- 
tion to the discussion. The real problem in 
the fishing industry, as in agricultute, was 
to find a market for the produce at a 
decently remunerative price. It was impos- 
sible, however, to ignore the fact that there 
were..competing interests in the fishing 
industry itself, and the whole object of the 
Fishery Board was to preserve a fair and 
honest balance between them. As the result 
of consultations with the Board. of Trade, 
there had been reached an understanding by 
which the board would deal with those who 
infringed the fishery regulations, and would 
take away the certificate of the master of 
the offendmg boat. 

He denied that the policy of the Govern- 
ment had had anything to do with the loss 
of the Russian market. In some measure 
alternative markets had been found in Ger- 
many, Holland and elsewhere, and during 
the past few years representatives of the 
board had been visiting Europe with a viev 
to opening up new areas of trade. 

Apart from this, the Secretary for Scotland 
was unable to hold out any hope “of direct 
financial assistance from the Governffent. 


SHUN LARGE KIPPERS. 

Mr. Womersley, who represents the im- 
portant fishing port of Grimsby, treated the 
House to a dissertation on the art of curing 
herrings, and his advice to the housewife 
was: Beware of the oversized kipper, as more 
often than not it is dyed and not properly 
cured. 

Mr. Maxton, although a Scotsman, declined 
to imperil further an already defective diges- 
tion by eating more fish. To serve his 
country he had bought British goods, eaten 
more fruit and drunk more milk, but thee 
were limits beyond which it was not safe to 
0. 

The final speech on the subject of kippers 

was made by Mr. David Kirkwood, who 
refused to credit Mr. Lloyd George with dis- 
interested motives in pleading for the Scottish 
fisherman. The right hon. genileman, he 
said, was watching the seats in the West of 
Scotland, and. was trying to hoodwink Scots- 
men once again. Tie member for Carnarvon 
was returned on his promise that he -would 
make the land fit for heroes to live in. As 
things had turned out, it was a land in 
which only heroes could live. 
A motion to reduce the vote, which had 
been moved by Sir Archibald Sinclair,. was 
defeated by 158 votes to 90, and the vote was 
passed. , 


THE ECONOMIC CONFERENCE. 
On a vote for the Board of Trade, Mr. 
Runciman invited Sir Philip Canliffe-Lister 
to tell the House something about the Geneva 
Kconomic Conference. 
The President of the Board of Trade, re- 
sponding to the invitation, said that Great 
Britain had taken the lead in all those lines 
of policy which the Conference recommended. 
We had granted greater freedom of trade 
than any other country in the. world. The 
great bulk of the recommendations of the 
Conference were based upon the experience of 
this country, and the action we ourselves had 
taken. Our. ports were free to all the world, 
ioreign nationals were free to trade here, 
subject to the same taxations as British 
subjects, and our tariffs were the least pro- 
teciive of those of the whole world. he 
most-favoured-nation treatment was a cardinal 
feature of our treaties. We had shown our 
good-will by action, and we were entitled to 
ask, in a spirit of hopefulness, after the Con- 
ference, whether other nations were going to 
follow, and would do their best to make trade 
easier. 
Sir John Simon was rather suspicious of 
the Government’s bona fides in this matter. 
It was not enough, he contended, to say 
that other countries were more in need of 
salvation than we were. The real question 
was whether the Government were worse 
sinners in their third year of office than 
they were at, the beginning. 
Sir H.. Page-Croft—What about Mr.. Lloyd 
George, when he was Prime Minister? 
Sir John Simon—There are sinners of all 
sorts. There are occasional sinners and 
perpetual sinners; there are repentant sinners 
who return to the fold. (Laughter.) 
The vote was agreed to, and the House 
rose at 10.26. 


THE LORDS AND REFORM. 
Although their lordships recently had a 
full-dress debate on the reform of their 
House, the matter cropped up again this even- 
ing, when Lord Braye, a Roman Catholic peer, 
asked whether it was proposed to retain in 
the reformed House all the Lords Spiritual, 
or whether their number would be limited 
and membership of the House would be 
thrown open to. elected representatives of 
religious bodies other than the Established 
Church. 

Lord Hayter, speaking as a Non-Conformist, 
doubted whether the outside bodies were at 
all anxious for representation in the House. 
Lord Newton thought that it did not 
matter much, because his own opinion was 
that reform would not be carried. out for 
many years to come. But whenever it did 
come, they should concentrate on essentials, 
and those essentials were—(1) To find an 
alternative to the iniquitous arrangement 
whereby one man who might be indirectly 
under Bolshevist. influence decided what was 
a money, bill; (2) they should have the abso- 
lute security for a period of two years’ delay, 
which they at present possessed under the 
Parliament Act; (3) they should eliminate 
from the House numerous persons who were 
of no use to it, and who not infrequently 
brought discredit upon the pene 
Lord Denman was pretty well satisfied 
bat, the Government scheme of reíorm was 
ead, 
The Marquess of Salisbury, however, dis- 
agreed, ‘True, he said, the proposals out- 
lined by the d' Chancellor were only put 
forward as a sketch for the purpose of in- 
viting expressions of opinion, but they stood 
until something better was forthcoming. 
Atiswering Lord Braye’s question about 
spiritual peers under the new proposals, the. 
noble- Marquess said that no conclusion had 
been reached as to the actual number, but 
_less than the present number. 
No provision had been made for the inclusion 
of Ministers of other denominations.

POSSIBILITY OF ADULT 
EDUCATION IN WALES. 


MODERN WELSH IDEALS 
a care 


From OUR SPECIAL CorRESPONDENT. 


BANGOR, WALES, Wednesday. 

“The Possibilities of Adult Education in 
Wales’’ formed the subject of a paper read 
to-day by Mr. Bowen Thomas o ore the 
delegates of the Celtic Congress in North 
Wales University College, Bangor. 

Mr; Thomas said that national movements, 
so-called, are really based om universal ten- 
dencies. We, as nations to-day, are called 
hpon to share a common aspiration, and 
then, having assimilated it, to reproduce it 
in the form suited to our national needs and 
genius. This is distinctly true of Wales, 
where we have our variant of the theme. 
Before our day there were men who believed 
that education was a life-long process, but 
we are now announcing this truth with the 
ardour of prophets. — 

A general survey of the situation cannot 
fail to impress one with the multitude of 
organisations which are devoting themselves, 
either entirely or in part, to educational aims. 
An indication of the degree to which ortho- 
dox opinion 1s supporting educational acti- 
vity may be found in the figures aba 
with tutorial classes, and must be regarde 
as significant. The number of these classes 
in 1911-1912 was six; in 1925-1926 it was 126. 
Among voluntary organisations of a pecu- 
liarly Welsh character come the churches 
and their Sunday schools, musical festivals, 
ar - the more recent dramatic movements. 

Dealing with the immediate problems of 
Welsh adult education, which Mr. Thomas 
said call for solution if the potentialities of 
the movement are to find effective release, 
he placed first and foremost a consideration 
which is prior to all socalled technical diffi- 
culties—the issue of the extent and eo 
of conviction on the importance of adult 
education. 

TASK OF CO-ORDINATION, 

The attachment of the Welsh people to 

spiritual things, he said, is an asset of our 
people, and Í believe we are specially en- 
dowed with intuition. The condition of affairs 
to-day seems to show that the majority of 
organisations work in comparative isolation. 
In recent years the Board of Education in 
London has attempted to relate these efforts, 
but that solution 1s inadequate to the Welsh 
position. Our own task of co-ordination in 
the face of future developments is un- 
doubtedly conditioned by the degree to which 
this end is attained. 
There are two great: difficulties—the number 
of organisations and the difficulties of ad- 
ustment to differing cultural allegiances. 
Heneral co-operation with the nation. is 
needed to enable the nation to play its part 
with others. This, naturally, involves co- 
operation between the public and voluntary 
organisations. The English organisations are 
more or less provided for by the general 
regulations which deal with English condi- 
tions, and so cover Wales in the field common 
to both. 

Native organisation, which should be so 
otent in any reconstruction of our social 
ife, presents another problem. We have 
yet to evolve a scheme which will release 
the possibilities of co-operation, which we 
know exist. The responsibility is ours, Mr. 
Thomas concluded, and we must recognise it 
and regard it as a trust to humanity, for it 
involves the enriching of humankind in that 
it is concerned with the spiritual stature of 
the Welsh people. 

MODERN WELSH IDEALS. 
Dr. Thomas Richards spoke on ‘* Modern 
Wales and its Ideals.” There are, he said, 
eople who maintain that Wales has no 
ideals at all. (Laughter.) We are living in 
a state of transition, a phrase which his lan 
on such subjects must have been, using eve! 
since the days of the Conqueror. 
_The political ideals of Wales, he continued, 
lie between two parties—the Labour Party 
and the Nationalists. In every party there 
may be black sheep: men out to grind their 
own axes. 
The Labour Party he described as an ex- 
cellent organisation of undoubted sincerity. 
In Wales at present they are in pretty effec- 
tive control of 75 per cent. of the industrial 
district, and a tremendous weight is exercised 
Labour may 
come to be a party of such numbers in the 
State as either to be in power itself or in 
such power as to compel other parties to walk 
warily. 
There is one aspect of the Labour ideal, he 
said, with which I am in complete disagree- 
ment. Their difficulties in this country have 
led them of late to depend on international 
help—to depend for support on men outside 
their own country. This departure of the 
Labour Party in depending on international 
sentiment and organisation is a very consider- 
able one. The pernicious spirit of inter- 
nationalism must not be allowed to get hold 
of the smaller nations. The British Labour 
Party must work out their own salvation in 
the good old British way of dependence on 
themselves. i 
_ THE IRISH FREE STATE. 
Nationalism, he pointed out, had had a 
triumph in the Free State of Ireland. It 
looks a. simple thing, he continued, to 
be a. Nationalist. It~‘is quite easy to 
Say you ‘are one. It is not so easy to 
give a reason for it, or to make it work in. 
the Wales of 1927. We must divert the 
eloquence, the vigour, and convictions of the 
community into national channels. That looks 
at the present moment to be an absolute im- 
possibility. There will be the impact of the 
new nationalism on the hostile Eihsedliens of 
the North, and the aggresive Socialism 2f the 
South. 
It is easy to talk about ideals when we 
pass from politics, but in politics the vision is 
clouded, and the future cannot be gauged 
with any cerfainty. It will be interesting to 
see developments. Let us hope that it will 
not be tragic. 
As regards ideals in literature, Wales has 
everything to be proud of. The literary out- 
put of the country in the last twenty years 
will compare favourably with that of any 
nation, here is a tremendous amount cf 
sincerity in Welsh literature. It seems to be 
the main ideal of almost every Welsh writer. 
There is no finer example, nothing more true 
or beautiful in literature at the present 
moment than the Welsh somet. Here the 
speaker quoted a few lines of a sonnet of 
Mr. Dilys Roberts, and referred to other 
poets and writers, who, unfortunately, et 
present are using their powers in other direc- 
lions, to the loss of Welsh literature. 

In Ireland also, he said, many people were 
so busy talking about the ental of the old 
language that they had no time to write 
books in it,

MINISTER’S ADVICE TO 
MERCHANTS. (

A plea that youth should be given.an 
opportunity to make good in the Empire's 
business was made in London yesterday 
by Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, President of 
the Board of Trade, who addressed the 
Advertising Convention at Olympia on 
“The Importance of Efficient Salesman- 


ship to the British Empire.”’ 

“In picking your salesmen do not be afraid 
of using young men,” said Sir ilip. “I 
have seen abroad the lack of activity which 
comes from having too old men as your 
representatives. You want to put into your 
vverseas markets active young men, who 
enter into the life of the country in which 
they are trying to do their business. 


RESTORING THE BALANCE. . 
“Use your young men. Your unifersities 
are turning out plenty of them. fe are 
selling overseas to-day something like 77 abe 
of the volume of trade we were doing before 
the war, and at the same time we are im- 

porting more than our pre-war proportion. 
‘“We can get the balance right only by 
efficient salesmanship. In that way you add 
to the normal production of the world; you 
raise the standing of living in the world, and 
you create new desires in men and women, 


which adds wealth and purchasing power, 
and, incidentally, peace to the world. 

“That field of anticipation and creation 
of new demands is surely one of the most 
romantic. The eflicient salesman should be 
the intelligence staff of a factory, providing 
the information that is needed in deciding 
on the type and quality of the goods manu- 
factured, and great help can be given by the 
Trade Commissioners’ service throughout the 
Empire. They are men of long and wide 
experience.” 


COMBINATION NEEDED. 

Sir Philip suggested that several British 
firms should combine to have one British 
representative in an overseas market, rather 
than that each of them should entrust their 
business to an agent, who was an agent cf 
a foreign firm. Combination in selling would 
reduce costs, and would bring good results. 

“ We have been known for 100 years as 
a nation of shopkeepers,” said Sir Philip. 
** Let us prove in the next 100 years that we 
are an Empire of salesmen.” 

Viscount Burham said that there | was 
nothing more mischievous or petrifying than 


the doctrine often laid down to excuse in- 
eptitude and _  failure—the saturation of 
markets.

To sum the day, up fairly, Kingstown 
Tow win. Regatta was a real ie ag ‘this 
The Committee were fortunaté ‘in 
selecting what was quite a pet afternoon for 
the fixture. Nothing could have been finer all 
round, indeed, for an event of the kind than 
the weather yesterday afternoon; for there 
was just the right amount of wind, any

amount of sunshine, and smooth water always ; 


and are not these the ideal conditions for a 
coast regatta? To hit upon such a day, after 


the depressing conditions of Tuesday was a 
rare stroke of luck. 
Kingstown Harbour never looked better 


than on yesterday forenoon before the sailing 


programme opened. Bunting was flown 


everywhere in the good old-fashiéned style, 


on the clubs and the mail steamers, and on 
the yachts in harbour, amongst whom Mr. W. 
Jameson's Magdalen stood out a picture in 
herself oí one of the finest sailing yachts 
afloat. "The others, those who were going to 
take part in the evening, had their sails set, 
the effect of all being to revive memories of 
what Kingstown Regatta was in the palmy 
days of yachting. 

It must be said, however, that kindly as 


was the weather, the wind did not suit the 


fixed courses from the sailing view point. 


The breeze began from about S8.E.; later in 


the afternoon it began to veer, and ultimately 
it was from a ery west of south when 
:acing was over, but at no point did it give 
much windward work, the true test of skill 
in yacht racing. 

In the handicap for yachts of 10 tons and 
over Lady Edith, Mavourneen, Kismet, and 
Espanola renewed their rivalry, and this time 


the limit boat, Espanola, won on the handi-. 


cap. This was a bit of a feat in its way; 
for heavier conditions are more to her liking. 
The second went to Mavourneen by 18 secs. 
from. Lady Edith. 

Alethea won in the handicap for the under 
10 tons class. She was not the limit boat, 
but was nearly at .that stage. On the 
corrected times, Klysma and Mavis took the 
second and third. 

The Howth boats scored well in the 17- 
footers’ match, Bobolink particularly so, for 
she finished with a relatively great lead from 
the others. As for the 21-footers, Oola 
showed more than a glimpse of her. earlier 
form by coming in a good’ second to Innis- 
fallen. . | 

The 25-footers’ race was noteworthy in_it 
seeing Mr. F. B. Jameson once again at the 
tiller of a 25-footer, he sailing Concha yester- 
day; and we doubt that he ever had a more 
difficult boat to beat when he raced Daisy in 
the class-than he had now with Punctilio on 
her present form. . Punctilio, indeed, scored 
once more, with Fodhla, sailed by Mr. Jack 
Stephens (Mr. Curtis being away), second. 

he wags made light of the harbour course 
with réechin and running ail the time, and 
at the finish Tomboy came in ó secs ahead of 
Barbara and 25 secs. ahead of Phyllis, the 
winner flying a protest against Barbara, it 
was understood. There was more interest, 
indeed, in the paid hands’ race for the same 
class, which was sailed off later in thé after- 
noon. Nine boats went in it, and the match 
produced some fierce luffing occasionally. 
One boat, Pansy, was recalled at. the start, 
and she sailed so well after that one wonders 
whether she might not have won were it not 
for too much eagerness at the beginning. By 
the way, one boat, Coquette, arrived late 
for the start, but even so, her helmsman, 
Vaughan, was short of a crew. 

As to the other races, Seamew, Kittiwake, 
and Cormorant took the prizes in the 
Dinghies’ match. The _ red-sailed sailing 
cutter from Magdalen fairly dropped the 
Clontarf boats in their match, in which 
Falcon finished first of her class. Sea Bird 
flew a protest at the finish, when it was 
noticed that her jib had been torn.
